Ruhr Center

LONDON, April 27.—(4)—The 
RAF blasted Duisberg with ap- 
proximately 1,350 tons of bombs 
in one of the heaviest raids of the 
war last night, the British an- 
nounced tonight, leaving that great 
industrial and transport center of 
the German Ruhr a vast carpet 
of seething flames. 

For 45 minutes, the Air Ministry 
news service disclosed, Britain's 
biggest bombers dumped an aver- 
age of 30 tons of explosives and 
incendiaries every minute. 

When the 600 or more black- 
winged British bombers turned 
home, smoke was spiralling two 
mil-s high from the mass of ruins 
which one pilot said looked like 
a great “Christmas tree.” 

The Germans put up one of 
their stiffest defenses of the city 
12 miles west of pummeled Essen, 
and they claimed 17 of the raid- 
ers. It was the first large-scale 
raid in a week during which poor 
weather interrupted the nocturnal 
blows at Hitler’s war potential. 
The last big raid was on Stettin 
and Rostok April 20. 

But even allowing for the in- 
terruptions, the RAF has been de- 
livering an unprecedented weight 
of bombs to chew up Hitler’s ar- 
senals, cities and communication 
lines. 

The Air Ministry called the raid 
one of the heaviest, putting it in 
a class with the 1,000-plane raid 
on Cologne a year ago when 1,500 
tons of explosives were loosed. 
Improved bombers now pack a 
vastly larger load of destruction 
than those of last year. The com-

A German Victory 

The fact that German propaganda and 
diplomacy has won a distinct victory by bring- 
ing about severance of relations between Soviet 
Russia and-the Polish government in exile, 
cannot be refuted. All the argument and 
explanation in the world cannot alter this fact. 

As to the actual truth of German charges 
which brought this result about, it is doubtful 
if it will ever be positively known. On the basis 
of present reports there is reason to believe 
the German propaganda, in its story alleging 
the wholesale slaughter, by the Russians, of 
some 15,000 Polish army officers captured in 
the partition of Polan. in 1940 is false. But 
the evidence of this falsity cannot be other 
than circumstantial. There is no actual proof 
and it-is unlikely that any possible investigation 
would definitely settle the case. 

The Germans report discovery of a huge 
crave, holding the bodies of these 15,000 dead 
Poles. Yet they state the slain were in their 
uniforms and on their bodies was found docu- 
mentary evidence establishing their identities. 
But. of necessity, if the Russians killed them, 
the bodies must have lain in the grave for at 
east two years, and it is strange that docu- 
ments. buried on the dead for so long a time, 
-are yet legible. Furthermore, it is iIncompre- 
-hensible that the Russians, if indeed gullty, 
would not have destroyed all uniforms, docu- 
ments, etc., which could provide identification, 
before the wholesale burial. 

Again, the Germans name four individuals 
as the executioners, saying the slain were all 
killed by pistol shots through the back of the 
head. This is not a logical explanation. Why 
only four? And how long would it take four 
men to shoot 15,000, one at a time? 

The Russians counter charge that the Ger- 
mans perpetrated the wholesale murder, buried 
the victims and now try to accuse the Soviets. 
They state the Polish prisoners of war fell Into 
German hands when Hitler first drove the Red 
armies back in the opening campaign against 
Russia. They explain the well-preserved condi- 
tion of the bodies, and the documents, by stat- 
ing it was comparatively recent, the murders, 
‘done shortly before the Russians drove their 
foes out of the Smolensk area, where the alleged 
grave was found. ' 

Furthermore, they say the identifying docu- 
ments were placed by the Germans just lor 
the purpose of discovery. Again, the names ol 
Polish peasants said, by the Germans, to verily 
the findings; are not given, nor is there any 
explanation of the long silence in regard to a 
massacre which must have been known to 
many, if it took place as alleged. 

However, whether the Germans have added 
one more horror to the long list of their 
brutalities or not, the Polish government has 
played into their hands. They placed the Soviet 
in a position where severence of relations was 
the most logical course. It is an unfortunate 
break in the unity-of the United Nations, but 
one which need not be permitted to affect the 
military progress of the war.

Lewis, the Fascist 
The Fascist tendencies of John L. Lewis 
were never better revealed than in his reaction 
to efforts by the War Labor Board to end the 
spreading strike among coal miners and to 
avert the general walkout threatened, by Lewis, 
for May l. 


The War Labor Board is the properly ap- 
pointed and properly accredited authority for 
settlement of wartime differences between 
management and organized labor, in the demo- 
cratic manner, by conference and by fair 
adjudication of conflicting claims. 


Yet Lewis, is his scorn for all democratic 
methods, refuses either to attend the WLB 
hearing in person or to designate representa- 
tives of the union, the United Mine Workers, of 
which he is president. Such action is in the 
spirit of all dictators, who would wreck their 
country rather than relinouish their self-con- 
stituted authority to command and to be 
obeyed. Lewis would command compliance with 
UMW demands for wage increases and other 
concessions, rather than reach fair settlement 
around the conference table. 


That Lewis is not activated solely by desire 
to improve the lot of the miners is proven by 
the fact that the last previous strike in the coal 
fields was against Lewis and his union. It was 
a strike protesting an increase in union dues, 
taken out of each man’s wage envelope under 
the “check off” system. That increase the 
miners said was not properly authorized. It 
involved revenue increase by millions of dol- 
lars for the UMW treasury over which Lewis 
has unchecked control. 


The outsider cannot properly judge as to 
the fairness of the miners’ demand for in- 
creased pay, although the inflation danger and 
the urgency of the war situation should be 
sufficient argument at this time against any 
wage increases. However, whether their claims 
are just or not, the miners who go on Strike 
while the war is on are playing the role of 
enemies of the nation, neither more nor less, 
They are aiding the cause of our foes, the Axis 
powers and they are directly weakening the 
nation’s chance for victory. 

Many of them, undoubtedly, do not leave 
their work willingly. They cannot but obey 
Lewis and his satellites. 

The nation should. never forget that, for 
every day victory is delayed for lack of the 
coal that should have been mined, but was not 
because of the strike, the man responsible is 
John L. Lewis, the beetlebrowed would-be dic- 


tator.

Strange Reasoning 


The United States has approved a measure 
previously passed in the house, under which 
certain United States holdings in the territory 
of the Republic of Panama will be ceded— 
actually, returned—to that government. The 
holdings are in the cities of Colon and Panama 
and the measure also cancels a debt of $2,700,- 
000 owed by Panama to this country for road 
building. 

That the action is wise, and, for that matter, 
just, is evident. It must also be remembered 
that Panama has never hesitated in granting 
to this nation whatever valuable sites we have 
desired for the better defense of the Panama 
Canal, President Roosevelt has approved the 
bill, saying it removes conditions “which do 
not make for confidence and friendship.” 


Yet, in the face of all this, Senator Nye, of 
North Dakota, opposed the bill on the ground 
that it “seems to set a price on friendship.” 
Nothing of the sort is, of course, even implied. 
It is simply the restoration to Panama ot 
properties that, in justice, should be her’s. As 
for the highway debt, that highway is of high 
value in a military sense, to our defense set-up 
there. It should have been paid for in full, by 
this country in the first place. 

Senator Nye apparently considers any recti- 
fication of unfairness to another country as 
“setting a price on friendship.” Wonder how 
he would feel if the positions were reversed and

RAW CABBAGE—RAW 0n a trip across Georgia a few days 
ago | talked with some farmers, an 


editor or so of weekly newspapers, and with bankers, merchants 
and a few politicians. 

The OPA is one of the sore spots in our domestic economy. It 
has a difficult job. It also seems to have, along 
with its able workers, the worst lot of incompe- 
tents and gossips in all the bureaus. 

They seem to have some few snides who go 
about, while on duty, talking against the ad- 
ministration. At least, I was so informed by 
one reliable person who had heard one of the 
men from the Savannah office spend most of 
his time blaming the President for the meat 
shortages. 

The OPA now is in the news about cabbage.

As a person interested in the maintenance 
of free enterprise, with the regulations to pre- 
vent another condition such as we had up to 
1929, I think others interested in the same 
system ought to be interested in what the 
farmers are thinking. 

The farmer is full of resentments, as are many other persons. 

The farmer also is not as conservative a figure as he once was 

and there are reasons.

Sugar in the Gourd Doesnt Help 


If Somebody Hides the Gourd 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


There was a day when America had plenty of food—a surplus, 
in fact, that wouldn't sell. Then suddenly this richest and best- 
fed of nations saw the bottom of the barrel and food had to be 
rationed to go around. It was impossible, but it had happened. 
And people wanted an explanation, 

Some answered sourly: “Russia and England are getting our 
food. We're trying to feed everybody except ourselves.” 

But that answer was wrong. All the food sent to our Allies 
and friends was only a fraction of our supply—one pound of pork 
out of each ten, one pound of butter, cheese, dry milk, ete., out of 
30, one can of vegetables out of each 200. Ard Australia gave our 
soldiers more meat than we sent England, so that cancelled. 

Of course our soldiers and sailors eat more than they ate as 
civilians, and newly prosperous workers are buying more for their 
families, but they aren’t eating enough extra to make the rest of 
us go hungry. There is some other explanation. 

Part of it, as usual, is management. Instead of having one 
agency to control production, purchase and distribution of food, we 
have several competing agencies that bid against one another. They 
bought desperately, stocking up for a year or two, as though no 
more would be produced. Their stuffed warehouses helped make 
the shortage. 

Meat rationing isn’t working right yet. In many places there 
is meat behind the counter and hungry customers in front who 
can't buy it for want of coupons. 

OPA divided the population by the normal supply of meat to 
get the per capita supply, then issued coupons to all alike so each 
could get his share. But many people don’t eat meat, and many 
farmers raise their own, so the beef roast remains unsold because 
the coupons allotted for it are held by a farmer who doesn’t need 
it and the hungry town man can’t buy without coupons. 

Letters from all over.the country indicate that hoarding of 
canned stuff is everywhere. One Chicago lady says every family in 
her block is stocked for the duration and proud of their foresight. 
One lady in another region boasts of having laid in 1,000 cans. 
Many people, having canned a year’s supply at home, which they 
were not required to report, are saving it and using thefr coupons. 
Others, who don't understand what it's all about, hand their coupons 
to a grocer and say: “Give me anything these will buy.” They 
dont want anything in particular; they only wish to spend their 
coupons, 

It's a mix-up, but nothing to wring our hands about. Officials 
had to learn by trying. If they will courageously correct blunders 
and weed out dumbness, we'll still find plenty to. eat.

The hospital is under the direction of an American doctor, but 
ic staffed almost entirely by Japanese doctors, one of whom for- 
merly had a very large practice outside of his own race.

You can divide the people into three groups. 1. Those who 
came here many years ago and cannot be citizen, but who still do 
not wish to go back to Japan. 2. Those who are American citizens 
by virtue of birth and have had all their education in this country. 
3. Those who were born in this country but returne to Japan for 
their education and only came back here in 1939 and 1940. 

These last are probably the ones who have the least allegiance 
to any country. Many of the young American-born and educated 
men are now joining the Army division made up of men from 
Hawaii and from these evacuation camps. Some of the sons of the 
older people were already in the Army before the evacuaton took 
place and many of the American-born girls asked me whether they 
would have an opportunity in the Women’s Auxiliary Services. 

Arizona, New Mexico and parts of Texas have felt the war 
deeply because the regiments that fought and died in the Philip- 
pines, and some of whom are now imprisoned there, came largely 
from this part of the country. heir story is one of heroic bravery 
which will always live in the annals of the nation. It is natural] that 
here the bitterness against the enemy Japanese should run high, 

In spite of this, the people in this community, at least, have evi- 
cently won for themselves respect wherever they have had to go 
on business in thé neighborhood. It speaks well for the entorce- 
ment of law and order, which is largely Gone by the evacuees them- 
selves, and the people’s own law-abiding characteristics, that the 
record of crime or of any kind of disturbance of the peace, is lower 
than in any other city of its size in the country.

1942 revenue act, deducted later in 
the year, the net was reduced to 
$15,102,484, or $1.01 a share. 

Directors declared a dividend of 
$1 a share on the common stock. 
The corporation has paid this 
amount quarterly since 1940.
